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WORLD  MEAT  PRODUCTION  RECORD  SET; 

OUTPUT  UP  k  PERCENT 

Total  red  meat  production  in  h2  major  producing  countries  during  I966 
was  estimated  at  120.7  billion  pounds,  up  k  percent  from  1965  and  22  per- 
cent from  the  I956-6O  average.     Increases  were  recorded  in  a1 1  geographic 
regions.    South  America  showed  the  largest  gain  in  red  meat  production,  up 
10.2  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 


Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  1966  output  of  beef  and  veal  increased 
5.'+  percent,  pork  I.7  percent,  and  mutton,  lamb  and  goat,  8.2  percent. 
Of  the  toteil  output,  beef  and  veal  comprised  53-0  percent,  pork  39*1  per- 
cent, and  mutton,  lamb  and  goat,  'J ,h  percent.    Horse  meat  accounts  for 
about  0.5  percent  of  the  world  toted,  and  continues  to  decline  in  import- 
ance. 

World  meat  production  has  risen  at  a  rate  roughly  equal  to  increases  in 
population,  but  output  is  leigging  behind  the  rapidly  expanding  demand. 
This  is  especially  true  for  beef  in  the  industrialized  areas  where  higher 
incomes  have  spurred  the  demand.    The  rate  of  growth  in  meat  production 
in  some  areas  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  population,  but  many  of  these 
countries  axe  now  launching  new  programs  aimed  at  putting  more  meat  in 
the  diets  of  their  people.    A  substantial  expajision  in  world  meat  pro- 
duction is  expected  in  the  years  ahead.

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World  beef  and  veal  production  in  I966  amounted  to  6k. 0  "billion  pounds. 
Nearly  a  third  of  this  total  was  produced  in  the  United  States  where  a  new 
all  time  record  of  20.6  million  pounds  was  set  in  1966.    Production  increased 
in  North  America  mainly  as  a  result  of  the  ^.5  percent  increase  in  beef 
production  in  the  United  States.    The  most  significant  regional  gains  in 
beef  and  veal,  production  were  recorded  by  South  America,  up  8.7  percent; 
USSR,  up  7.7  percent;  and  EEC  countries,  up  7.5  percent. 

The  large  increase  in  beef  production  in  South  America  was  due  pri- 
marily to  the  27  percent  increase  in  Argentina.    Beef  supplies  in  Argentina 
in  1966  greatly  outdistanced  the  demand,  particularly  in  the  export  market. 
This  led  to  increased  domestic  consumption.    The  Conmon  AgriculturaLL  Policy 
of  the  EEC--mainly  a  restrictive  import  system  of  levies  and  duties --has 
given  added  price  incentives  to  local  producers  to  increase  production. 
Reports  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  outbreatks  in  Western  Europe  "nad  only  a 
limited  effect  on  total  cattle  slaughter  in  1966. 

Pons  production  in  1966  totaled  iv7.2  billion  pounds,  up  slightly  fran 

1965.  Gains  of  21  and  18  percent  were  recorded  by  Asia  and  Africa, 
respectively.    USSR — where  greater  liberalization  in  regard  to  private 
plot  livestock  production  is  visible — showed  a  7.U  percent  gain  over  1965 
and  35.8  percent  over  the  1956-6O  average.    Pork  production  was  down 

in  most  of  the  major  producing  countries  thro\ighout  Europe.  Although 
these  countries  were  at  the  low  point  in  the  hog  cycle  in  I966,  an  upturn 
in  the  hog  production  is  expected — particularly  Western  Europe --starting 
in  the  last  half  of  1967  and  continuing  in  1 968. 

Production  of  lamb,  mutton  and  goat    totaled  about  9  billion  pounds 

in  1966.    The  largest  increases  were  recorded  in  South  America  and  USSR. 

Oceania — the  traditional  heavy  producer — showed  only  a  nominal  gain  in 

1966.  A  small  reduction  was  recorded  in  North  America  where  sneep  and 
lamb  production  has  been  on  the  decline  for  the  past  several  yeairs. 
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
